Mr. VVaddington, with respect to his 
motioa of yesterday, moved "for copies of 
the contracts, with the dates and amounts 
to be paid, for grading and macadamizing 
Government street, from Johnson to I'an- 
tlora streets, and also for constructing a 
cistern at the junction of Yates and Govern- 
ment streets." The House is well aware of 
the reason why I ask for these documents, 
viz : because it appears to me that the in- 
tentions of this House have not been carried 
out with respect to thoso improvements. 

SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 

The Speaker then read I lie Governor's 
letter, enclosing the supplementary esti- 
mate of moneys wanted for the use of the 
government of this Colony, viz : 

Governor's Private Secretary £300 

Departmental expenses 10O 

Clerk to Colonial Secretary 300 

Departmental expenses 150 

Clerk to Colonial Treasurer 250 

Fuel, furnilnro, &c 70 

£1,170 

Mr. Wadrtingfon— Before qoing into Com- 
mittee of Supplies, I would advert to the 
very late period of the session nt which this 
Piibject has been brought before u«. At 
this twelfth hour, long after the time at 
which the House had been lead to expect a 
prorogation, and I must also eay that the 
want of consideration, the utter neglect of 
polite usages shown towards this House by 
that estimate, is. a proof to me of the manner 
in which we are regarded by the other 
departments of the Government It is well 
known to the Governor and to the Council 
th.it we want many necessaries lor our com- 
fort. VVe have not even a shelf to put papers 
on, and are obliged to meet in a cold ami 
comfortless place, and still no mention of 
any sum for the purpose of providing us 
with necessaries, is made iu these esti- 
mates. VVe are not in a position to pay 
heavy salaries. Our merchants here were 
ai present only making one-third of what 
tiiey made at the same season Inst year, and 
could not afFord to pay heavy taxes. These 
are for only £1,170, and I might acid more 
(o the amount. Nothing is said of the 
jEo.OGO owed by the Hospital, nor of the 
hinds of this Colony. It is a well under- 
stood thing that the House is desirous to 
obtain power of tlierh fCnrey — Question]. 
1 am to the question, and can prove it. If 
we had the power to dispose of the Crown 
hinds, wc could do »o in a rruiiner calcu- 
lated to increase the population .if the 
Colony. VVe can now hardly lake up a 
paper published in any fc.nr.lish Colony, but 
we see advertisement* of free grants, 
besides if we had the disposal of the Crown 
lands in our own hands, wo should have 
the means of providing for any expenditure 
called for. Would som.) hon. member state 
the probable amount ol money we shall havo 
to furnish for the purposes of this estimate ! 

Mr. McDonald — With regard to the 
Crown Lands, the last time this House vo- 
ted supplies, a promise was made by the 
government that the lands should be put un- 
der the control of the House. Thai has not 
been done, and if wo do grant these sums, 
where is the necossary money to come 
from. 

Mr. Iiurnaby — With reference to this 
question of means, we were told when the 
Firo Department's suggestions were before 
the House that there were no funds. Now 1 
certainly think some member of the govern- 
ment ought to make a statement whether- or 
no there "is surplus funds to cover this esti- 
mate, or if tho imposition or taxes will he 
necessary. 

Mr. Crease— VVe should call upon the 
hon. member who introduced the estimates, 
to show if it will be nocessary or not to pro- 
rogue the session for the purpose of meet- 
ing tho expenses of these estimates, if it 
can be shown that without any newtaialion 
wo can pay for those expenses, why then 
we can entertain the proposition ; but we 
should go into consideration of them In a 

business-like rnanaorr— know ntlul funds are 

nt our disposal, and bo shown the reasons 
for llieso demands on tho pan of the g iv- 
enimuiit. 

Mr. VVaddington— The hon. genttoman is 

mistaken, wo must first BO into Committee 
of Supply and thou into Committee of Wuys 
and Moans. 

Mr. Gary— It is at present impossible Tor 
any member of the government to statu 
positively what nrnount ol surplus there 
will be after paying all theSUppllOl VOtfldtO 
tho Crown ; but we may anticipate a tnar- 
ginj tojwhiit extent no one can as Ml MP/. 

The hon. gentleman. In speaking of ihe Fire 
Department was tinder a mislnke, His Kx- 
celloiioy'H language was: " There tiro no 
funds nt his disposal;" which win a per- 
fectly legitimate- rum. His Kxcollnury, in 
■ending down these eslimiites to the Home, 
has done so for tho pttrpOM of bejpg in a 



position to abolish the inconvenience daily 
felt by tho various departments in this col- 
ony — felt even by this House — for at pres- 
ent there is not even a scribe to write com- 
munications from His Excellency to the 
House. That labor has been so far per- 
formed by volunteers. But let us look at 
the estimates. You will find Mr. Speaker 
that they are for clerks to the Treasury and 
Secretary's offices, a Private Secretary to 
His Excellency, and necessary department- 
al expenses. Now, if any gentleman will 
take the trouble to examine the stalo of these 
ofiicos he will find that a great amount of 
labor is wanted to put them in the efficient 
position they ought to hold. The necessity 
for assistance is felt and those eslimates are 
lor the purpose of giving some help to the 
machinery of the government. The gov- 
ernment does not require any new tax to be 
levied, but merely liberty to pay for the 
necessary assistance out of any monies 
which may be left in their hands, as a sur- 
plus from the votes already granted by the 
House. It is the Governor's desire and 
province to consult the House on all matters 
of finance, and His Excellency has accord- 
ingly sent down these estimates. I would 
propose that the House now go into Com- 
mittee of Supply. 

The Speaker then put it to vote whnther 
or no he should leave the Chair and the 
House go into Committee of Supply, when 
the vote stood : Ayes — Cary, Crease, Uur- 
nahy, Gordon. iVoes — Franklin, McDonald. 
Tolmie, VVaddington. 

The Spoaker having given the casting 
vote in favor of the ayes, the House went 
into Committee of the Whole on the ques- 
tion, Mr. Waddington in the Chair. 

Mr. Burnaby then moved that lf)e pro- 
posed expenditiure of X' 1, 170 be reduced to 
£430, to be approproated as follows: 

Two clerks for general business at £250 per an- 
num cacti, for months from Jan. 1, 18G1, £250 
Governor's ollice expenses . . 35 

Colonial Secretary's do . . 35 
Treasury do do furniture, etc. 60 
Sundry expenses House of Assembly . 50 

Mr. Franklin seconded the motion and 
would ask for information as to the state ol 
the finances before taking any further steps. 
He believed much of the expenses proposed 
were unnecessary, but the lateness of the 
session would not permit of any tax being 
levied to meet them. I am quite willing to 
furnish the necessary assurance il it can be 
shown that there is sufficient funds, but very 
unwilling indeed to make any new tax, for 
the purpose of giving that assistance. 

Mr. Helmcken—f am agreeable that the 
salary should commence on the 1st of Jan- 
uary"; but as to whether the clerks are ne- 
cessary I do not know. If the Colonial 
Secretary has too much to do, let him give 
all his attention to the colony of Vanoouvei 
Island. And I really do not see what tho 
Tresaurer wants of a clctk. At any rate we 
cannot enter upon the question of clerks for 
those ollices, as they have been disallowed 
at a previous period of this session. The 
salary of £500 was voted for the Colonial 
Secretary, and honorable gentlemen must 
remember that it was at first proposed to 
be only £-100. but the extra £101) was added 
as there was no clerk. Now. il the Colonial 
Secretary finds help necessary let him give 
more of his own time ami attention to the 
business. We must remember that we are 
in a new Colony, and in all new colonies, 
people havo lo make shifts— the old fashions 
of routine and all that sort thing will not do. 
The people who are taxed to pay these sal- 
aries have to work not six but len hours a 
ilav, and I say let those who receive the 
salaries do the same. As for these general 
clerks, I do not liko the idea, as 1 anticipate 
that instead nf assistance to the various 
ollices, they will only become disseutions, 
and the position occupied by them will bo 
like a football, kicked everywhere j besides 
it seems lo be lost to the remembrance ul 
the House, that there was a decision made 
by them respecting a particular vote on the 
Civil I-ist — viz: that tho sums were not to 
be paid until the Crown lands had been 
given over to the control of the House, an 1 
if we cannot pay the salaries of the princi- 
pals out of the Crown Revenue, neither can 
we pay those of tho clerks. 

[A great deal of discussion and reference 
to tho bonks of the House here took place 
between the hon. gentleman and Mr. Cary 
assisted by several others ; hut it was at 
length determined that the salaries of the 
principals can bo paid by the Crown Rev- 
enues.) 

Mr. Helmckcn continued and proposed 
an amendment to Mr. Burnaby's resolution; 
" That the two salaries of cletks for Colonial 
Secretary and Treasurer having ahead" 
been refused during the session cannot 
again be entertained, but the Houso is will- 
ing to provide for the service of two clerks 
lo bo employed generally in the public 
offices Oil Vancouver Island business ns they 
may he required." 

Dr. Tolmie perfectly agreed with ihehotv 

gentleman. If there was tro much business 
lor the Colonial Secretary; let him devote 
all his attention to the Vancouver Island 
business— a man cannot serve two masters, 
and the Colonial Secretary oouhl not serve 
two colonies. 

Mr. Cary then Hpoko at some length in 
explaining why the clerk for tho Treasurer 
was deemed necessary, and expressing sur- 
prise that any hon. gentleman should make 
an attack on the Treasurer. Mr. Holmoken 
explained, it was not Ihe man but tho rum- 
ple he was nveisu to. 

Tho Committee having agreed to the 
amended resolution, rose and reported to 
the Speaker, who then lead tho message 
from the Governor transmitting the lollow- 
ing " Saliedulo of acts passed, and assented 
to by his Excellency the Governor, and the 
dale of his assenl— Administration nt Oaths 
hill, July !).

Tho House then adjourned until Friday, 
18th.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 

Dtcislon in tho Cary-Niaa Case. 

Chief Justice Cameron yesterday morn- 
ing, delivered a decision in the famous case 
of Attorney General Cary vi. Geo. E. Nias, 
late proprietor of tho Victoria Gazette news- 
paper. His Lordship decided that there 
had not been a singlo particle of eridence 
adduced to prove a partnership between 
the parties; the claim Mr. Cary has upon 
the plant of the establishment being a 
simple chattel mortgage) and the course of 
the Attorney General, in coming before the 
Court and uskinR for a foreclosure, was per- 
fectly proper. An account must be taken as 
1o tho state of the affairs of tho concern. 
The money claimed by Mr. Cary (SI, 303) 
seems to have been advanced without any 
agreement as to the consideration he was to 
receive in return for such advance, although 
the defendant alleges that certain privileges 
(which were set forth in his answer to the 
complaint) was in consideration. The de- 
fendant, by the foreclosure of the mortgage, 
has been put to great loss by the stoppage 
of his paper, and although it is usual in such 
cases that the mortgagee shall bo entitled to 
full costs, yet there have been exceptions to 
that rule, and as it appeared that defendant 
had suffered the most by the foreclosure— 
although it was quite natural that the plain- 
tiff should foreclose on learning that defen- 
dant set up a claim of partnership— his 
Lordship thought it should be but just to 
make each party pay his own costs. Tho 
receiver's costs must come out of the plant 
first; the SI, 303 will then be paid Mr. Gary, 
and the balance paid to the defendr.nt. Mr. 
Cary asked, if out of the proceeds (if tho 
sale, the court and receiver's costs must not 
bo paid ! 

His Lordship— Oh, no. Each party must 
pay his own costs of court. 

Mr. Cary— Very well. Then, after every- 
thing but tho costs jf court are paid, the 
balance remaining will go to the defendantl 

His Lordship— Yes j and unless there is 
an agreement between the parties as to the 
amount at which the establishment will be 
sold, an nppiaiser must be appointed, and 
tho office sold according to his decision. 

Mr. Ring, counsel for the defendant, com- 
plained that an agreement had been made 
on a certain day for the sale, and that the 
auctioneer was prevented from proceeding, 
and the sale stopped by an order from the 
plaintiff'* solicitor. 

Mr. Cary replied that if any motion of 
that kind was to be brought forward, it 
should be done by giving notice, and he 
would then be ready with a satisfactory ex- 
planation of the cause of stoppage. 

The Court then adjourned ; it being un- 
derstood that the office will be sold on 
Saturday, 26th inst. 

An Incident. — On Wednesday evening, 
a little terrier slut, belonging to a gentleman 
of this city, was poisoned by some mean 
fellow on Yates street. The poor animal, 
in tho agonies of death, searched for its 
owner in several places of public resort, and 
finally, discovering that he was in Musical 
Hall, sought him out, and raising herself on 
her hind logs, placed her paws against him, 
and died while in that position, hei owner 
being unaware of her presence, until, upon 
looking down, he discovered that she was 
dead. 

The '■ Pacific. "— By papers received on 
tho arrival of the Eliza Anderson yesterday, 
wo see that nothing had been heard of tho 
Pacific at Portland up 10 11th instant— con- 
sequently the rumor, purporting :o have' 
came from Port Townsend, regarding her 
loss, must have been false. She was ad- 
vertised to leave San Francisco on tho Oth; 
our impression now is that she did not 
leave that port till tho 8th or Oth, in which 
event we may look for the Santa Cruz 
to-day or to-morrow. 

Going HeaYTIHTO Business.— Sergeant 
Hlako, last ovoning, arrested a Chimsean 
Indian, known as "Jim, "on Johnson strjet, 
who had in his possession almost a suffi- 
cient quantity of female woaring apparel 
to stock a London old clo' shop in PotticuAt 
lane. Among tho articles were two pairs of 
spectacle!, several pairs of scissors, and a 
piece of black silk. He is supposed to havo 
stolen tho articles, and they aro detained at 
the polico oflco for identification. 

Tat Caiit-Nias Case.— We havo been 
requested to state, by the counsel on both 
sides in this case, that Mr. J. J. Soulhgale's 
connection with the Gazette newspaper was 
merely that of a nominal trustee of n small 
portion of Iho amount loaned by Attorney 
General Cary to Mr. Nias — his nanio hav- 
ing been injudiciously used during his ah- 
sonco in San Francisco, without his know- 
ledge ot consent.

Arrival of tho "Eliza Anderson." 

Thesteamei Eliza Anderson arrived from 
the Sound yesterday afternoon. She had 
heen wind-bound for two days. We have 
been placed, through the courtesy of Capt- 
Fleming, in possession of Oregon papers to 
the 11th inst., and Sound papers to the 12th. 
The Portland .-laWfi.-:eT of the 11th makes 
no mention of the Pacific, then n'\x days 
out from San Francises — provided she left 
onth»5th. Tho following items are from 
the Port Townsend Register: — 

The first snow storm we havo had this 
winter, commenced on F iday last, and con- 
tinued falling through the next day. The 
severity of this storm will be understood by 
our eastern friends when wo assure them 
that the snow upon level ground attained 
the unusual depth of one and a-half inches, 
and that by Monday it was hard to find. 
The winter, thus far, has been unusually 
mild, and we hope we have seen the worst 
of it. 

Lieut. Seldon, of the U. S. revenue cutter 
Jefl. Davis, has seized a whale boat off 
Dungeness, laden with blankets, from the 
wreck of the British bark Nannetle. The 
sloop Leotiede was also seized by the 
cutter for alleged infraction of the revenue 
law*, and arrived at this port to-day in 
charge of some of the cutter's crew. 

Thomas P. Patterson, n native ol Belfast, 
Maine, was struck by a tree which he was 
feUing at a logging camp near Port Ludlow, 
on the 6th instant, and fatally injured. Ho 
was brought to Port Townsend on Monday 
last, and immediately conveyed to the 
Marine Hospital, but he died of his injuries 
shortly after he reached the premises. 

We understand'that on the evening of the 
4th, the premises of Bradsbaw & Co., at 
New Dungenness, were robbed of a large 
and valuable assortment of dry goods to the 
amount of six or seven hundred dollars — a 
pari of which has since been recovered by 
Sheriff Srnnlley and Deputy Sheriff Shaw, 
who have been uniiririg in their efforts to 
arrest the robbers. Three men have been 
apprehended that are known to have been 
concerned in the aflair. Their names aro 
Wm. Johnson, a ship carpenter. Thomas 
Lloyd and Joe Cliffoul — tho two latter are 
deserters from Her Majesty's service, and 
part of the property was found in their pos- 
session.
